Thousands Prom All Over tbe Conn- 


tr) Make Pilgrimage* to Tbe Little 
VUlace Ea<rb Year—Tlie Story That 
Is Handc-a Dovrn by Tradition. 
There is no spot In all Mexico as 


dearly beloved as the little town of 
Guadalupe, which is two and a half 
miles north of the City of Mexico. 


The little village has only 3,00o s^uls, 


but man}" more thousands visit the 
place on certain days in the year when 
pilgrimages are made to the holy 
shrine of. Goadahipe. 


The 3st of January and the 12th or" 


each month the faithful visit this place i 
and toil up the bill oa which it Is s*ld 
that the virgin Guadalupe appeared to 
Juan Diego, an Indian boy. 


According to tradition, Juan wns 


trudging over the hill of Tepeyac on 
his way to the city on the morning of 
Dec. 9, 1531, and as he reached the 
eastern slope of the hill he heard 
sounds like music. He stopped to lis- 
ten, and at that moment a cloud ap- 
peared and In the midst of it a beauti- 
ful lady. She told him to go to the 
bishop in her name and to tell him that 
It was her wish that a church should 
be built on that spot, where she woulfl 
always be found to give aid to all in 
trouble. Juan Diego hurried to the 
bishop with the story of the virgin, hut 
no attention was paid to it. Upon his 
return home the lady appeared again 
In the same spot and urged Juan to go 
again to the bishop. 


The following day was the Sabbath, 


and after mass Juan found the bishop 
and repeated the message once more. 
The bishop told him to bring a sign 
from the virgin. Juan saw the virgin 
again upon his return home, and she 
promised to give him a sign, which she 
did on Dec, 12 as he was going to con- 
fession. He passed this time near the 
foot of the hill, where she appeared 
once more, and while in conversation 
•with Juan she stamped her foot by 
way of emphasis, and water flowed at 
once from the dry, barren hillside, and 
two holy wells mark that spot today. 


The virgin then told Juan to climb to 


the summit of that barren rocky hill 
and he would find roses growing there, 
which he was to gather and carry in 
his "tilina" to the bishop. Juan did as 
he was told and found the loveliest 
roses growing Just -where she had told 
him to search for them. He gathered 
them all and placed them in his "til- 
ma," a sort of blanket. 


When be arrived at the house of the 


bishop and opened the blanket, the 
roses fell to the floor, and a picture in 
colors appeared on the blanket repre- 
senting the virgin as she had appeared 
to Juan. Tbe bishop fell on his knees 
in prayer and arose vrith a promise to 
build a chapel on the spot the virgin 
had designated. 


Bishop Zumarratra set about to build 


the church, and when it was completed 
the "tilma" was placed above the altar 
in a frame of gold and silver. 


That little chapel has since been re- 


placed by the magnificent church to be 
seen today. There are also two other 
churches to mark the spot on which 
the roses were gathered on the summit 
and at the holy well where the \ irgin 
last appeared to Juan. This miracle was 
recognized in 1CG3, and in 1754 it was 
fully sanctioned and confirmed by a 
papal bull. Later, in 1S24, congress de- 
creed Dec. 12 to be a national holiday. 


Hidalgo took a picture of Uuadnlupe 


for his standard, around which rallied 
the rirst army of the revolutionists, 
and the happy issue that her assistance 
g.'t\e to that v, ar cnde.ired her st'll 
more to the people. 
This picture on 


the "tilma'' is a wonderful piece of 
work. Artists fiom all o\er th« T\orld 
have examined it and lia\c testified 
that it is of no Known style of painting 
Tbe Indian garment of ixtli fiber is of 
a coarse wea\e. Tho picture appears 
on both sides of the cloth and is ns 
bright as now, although paid to be over 
300 years old. Tbe Church of Nuestra 
Senoin, de Guad.ilupo, in which !h;s 
marvelous picture banes, is viul hy ex- 
perts to be one of the richest ,ind hand- 
somest on earth today. Its treasures 
can" be counted by millions. It uas 
dedicated May 1, 1709, nnd is 1S4 feet 
long by 122 feet wide. It has a vaulted 
roof, supported by Corinthian columns. 
The whole is surmounted by a dome, 
the lauteru of which is ]25 feet above 
the floor. The building cost ifl.lSl.OUO. 
Tbe jewels, gold nnd silver plate and 
other rich belongings nearlj" all belong, 
to tho government and are estimated 
at $2,000,000 more. 


The church possesses a very costly 


crown for the virgin. 
It is of solid 


gold and weighs many pounds. There 
are six shields on the crown for the 
six archbishops of Mexico, and they 
are all surrounded by diamonds. There 
are n number of angels, each having an 
immense ruby on the brenst, while the 
rest of the surface of the crown Is cov- 
ered with sapphires and emeralds. This 
crown is surmounted by the Mexican 
eagle, holding aloft a largo diamond 
cross. 


The poor pilgrims are not able, many 


of them, to form an idea of the rich- 
ness of this church, with its commun- 
ion rail and balustrades from 
the 


sanctuary to the choir of solid silver. 
They nro- three feet high, with a top 
molding a foot wide nnd n still more 
massive basis. Tho sacred vessels nro 
oil of pure gold embedded with pre- 
cious stones. The choir has some line 
carvings done In ebony nnd mahogany. 
The finest IR n basso relievo above the 
stalls, Illustrating the litany of tho 
virgin. 


Artists wore brought from Franco to 


paint the frescoes on the walls, nnd (lie 
pnlntlngq nud statues were tho work of 
the best European artists nnd sculp- 
tors. Tho organ In itself represents a 
sinnll fortune.—Cleveland Plain Deal- 
er.

If we 
should count the many mountains scat- 
tered over the- earth which show today 
signs of volcanic action In more re- 
mote past, the estimate vrould have to 
be increased by many hundreds. 


Volcanoes would seem to be arranged 


with more or less symmetry in belts 
circling the great oceans. A ring of 
flre surrounds the Pacific. Starting at 
the South Shetland Islands, several 
hundred miles south of Cape Horn, a 
belt of volcanoes extends up the west 
coast of South America, Central Amer- 
ica and North America; from Alaska it 
crosses the Pacific along the Aleutian 
islands to Kamchatka; thence it fol- 
lows the east edge of the Pacific 
through the Kurile islands, Japan, For- 
mosa, the Philippines, the Moluccas, 
the Solomon islands, the North Heb- 
rides, Xuw Zealand and finally ends 
in Mounts Terror nnd Erebus, on 
the Antarctic continent—Geographic 
Magazine.

INDIAN AND BUFFALO. 


Bow tbe Latter Tnrned Banter and 


Chased the lied Man. 


A retired officer of the Northwest 


mounted police who took pnrt in a Mis- 
souri buffalo run forty years ago de- 
scribes the impression nt the time as 
of 
an 
earthquake. 
The galloping 


horses, the rocking mass of fleeing buf- 
falo, the rumbling and quaking of the 
ground under the thunderous pound- 
ing, 
were all like a violent earthquake. 


The same gentleman tells how he once 
saw a wounded buffalo turn on an In- 
dian hunter. The man's horse took 
fright. Instead of darting sideways to 
give him a Chance to sond a last finish- 
ing shot home tbe horse became -wildly 
unmanageable' nnd fled. The buffalo 
pursued. Off they rushed, rider and 
buffalo, the Indian craning over his 
horse's nock, the horse blown and 
fagged nad unable to gain one pace 
abend oC the buffalo, the groat angry 
beast covered \vilh foam, with eyes 
like flr<\ pounding and pounding, closer 
and closer to the horse till rider nnd 
buffalo disappeared over tbe horizon 
"To this duy I have wondered what 
became of that Indian," said the offi- 
cer, "for the horse was losing and the 
buffalo gaining when tboy went behind 
tbe bluff."

It Is not a tropical plant, 
however, and except on mountain sides 
is not found south of latitude 38 de- 
grees north.

•western Asia, but Is unknown in China 
and .Inpan. It has gnnvn abundantly 
on the bleak hills of Iceland for cen- 
turlos. 
It is found in America from 


Labrador nnd British Columbia to the 
plue woods of the southern states and 
on the high lauds of Mexico and the 
Andes. Tbo hardy plant, with Its Ony 
scarlet berry, may be wid to girdle the 
earth on tho lln*» of tbe polar circle and 
several hundred miles southward, ex- 
cept that It Is not found In the basin of 
the river Amur, in Siberia.

Very little is known of tbe interior of 


Labrador. Tbe country itst-lf has an 
area of about 4'Jii,iw>;> sqr.an- n:il« s, 
which is t-qual to the united amis of 
tbe Britisb isles, France ami Prussia. 
To cross this waste and ro disc-ovt r 
what possibilities in tbe nature of bu- 
man interest niv tbero hidden are tbe 
designs of Tbe Glazier expedition. Tbe 
first stops will be at Sydney and St. 
John's, X. F. At tbe latter place a stay 
of three or four days will be necessary 
to add to the equipment and to engage 
a boat to meet tbe expedition at Un- 
garva bay about three months hence. 


The start in Labrador will be rnadt? 


at Hamilton inlet, to which place the 
..party will be taken in a tishing boat 
froiu St. John's. Colonel Glazier's in- 
tention is to ascend tbe Grand river to 
its junction with the Xortbwest river 
and follow this watercourse until tbe 
bight of tbe land is reached. 


The course then will be down the 


George, tbe Great Whale or some other 
waterway to the east coast of the peu- 
iiisula. The«;e plans, however, may be 
changed, as it is not possible to map 
out a fixed route. 


His majesty Edward VII., tbe gov- 


ernor general of Canada and tbe gov- 
ernor of Newfoundland have all signi- 
fied a special interest in tbe Glazier ex- 
pedition as well as the Geological Sur- 
vey society of Ottawa. Encouragement 
has been given also by tbe Royal Geo- 
grapical society of London, the Ameri- 
can Geographical society and scientilic 
men generally ia Great Britain, France 
and the United States. 


The interior of the country has been 


but very little explored, and even the 
course of the main rivers is largely a 
matter of conjecture. 


The largest known river is the Ash- 


wanipi or Ilamilton. It drains a por- 
tion of the vast interior tableland and 
empties into Hamilton inlet, on the At- 
lantic coast. One hundred miles from 
its mouth are the great falls and about 
twenty miles of rapids. I'p this river 
tbe party will penetrate to the interior.

I Sharp Woik To Prevent Explosion Of 


. 
Several Barrels Of Naphtha. 


An alarm from 
box seventy-three 


shortly before midnight on Saturday, 


j called the fire department to the works 
i of the Morley Button Manufacturing 
company, on Islington street. 


Fire had broken out in a good sized 


building, detached from the factory 
proper, which was used for the storage 
of oils and other inflammable liquids. 


The blaze was a very stubborn one. 


and gave the firemen a great deal of 
trouble. 


The building rested upon piles, and 


the floor was about eighteen inches 
above the ground. The burning oils 
flowed down through the cracks in 
the floor, and floating upon, the sur- 
face of the water which dropped from 
the hose, ran out toward the firemen, 
who were obliged to divert the streams 
from the burning building, in order 
to drive back the flames which threat- 
ened them. This performance was re- 
peated several times. 


Considerable apprehension "was felt 


on account ot several barrels of naph- 
tha which were stored in the build- 


ing. 
If the flames had reached the 


naphtha, a serious 
explosion 
must 


have inevitably resulted, and the fire 
might have been communicated to the 
main factory building. By hard work 
and prompt action the flames were 
subdued, before they had reached the 
portion of the building in which the 
naphtha was stored, 'but the structure 
was practically destroyed. 


The members of the department say 


that the fire was one of the fiercest 
with which they have had to cope in a 
long time.
